B.  Health  Services  of  the  Area. 

The  personnel  of  the  Health  Services  remain  the  same, 
save  that  the  District  has  been  without  a Sanitary  Inspector 
for  half  the  year. 

The  two  Town  Nurses  give  devoted  work.  Owing  to  the 
increasing  Maternity  work,  there  is  need  for  a third  nurse  to  do 
the  general  nursing.  Home  helps  are  by  and  large  non-existent. 

It  has  been  slightly  easier  to  get  seriously  ill  people  into 
hospital,  though  Maternity  Hospital  accommodation  has  been 
extrfemely  difficult  to  secure  at  times,  largely  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  Nurses. 

There  will  be  no  improvement  until  the  young  women 
recover  thek  sense  of  vocation  and  duty  to  their  fellows.  Too 
much  is  being  asked  of  the  few  that  do  minister. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
provision  of  beds  for  infectious  diseases  failed  when  the  South 
Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  Isolation  Hospital  had  to  close 
its  fever  blocks  in  the  Summer. 

C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  Spalding  Urban  District  Council  sank  a 36-inch 
diameter  bore  at  their  Water  Works  in  Manning  Road  in  the 
Autumn,  striking  the  permanent  water  table  at  150  feet,  with  a 
yield  of  3,700,000  gallons  per  day. 

There  is  distressing  overcrowding,  and  the  slow  progress 
in  the  erection  of  the  new  houses  has  been  very  disheartening. 
Repairs  to  existing  houses  wait  far  too  long. 


The  Sanitary  arrangements  at  the  Approved  School 
remain  unsatisfactory. 

Two  cases  of  bug  infestation  have  been  dealt  with. 

D.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

All  meat  is  inspected  at  the  Government  Slaughter-house, 
in  conjunction  with  that  supplied  to  the  South  Kesteven  Rural 
District  Council,  whose  Inspectors  did  the  work  while  the  Council 
was  without  a Sanitary  Inspector. 

Summary  of  Meat  Inspection. 

The  carcases  of  22  Bulls,  462  Bullocks,  252  Cows, 
218  Heifers,  223  Calves,  2,884  Sheep  and  Lambs,  and  193  Pigs 
were  inspected,  and  28  tons,  14  cwts.,  i qr.,  18  lbs.  of  meat  were 
condemned.
